The  Outboard  Hydroplane  Races  that  you  are  witnessing  here  are  for  the  Pacific  Coast 
Divisional  Championship.  The  Pacific  Coast  is  composed  of  three  districts;  to-wit,  Southern  Cali¬ 
fornia,  Northern  Calfornia,  and  the  Pacific  Northwest,  The  winners  of  the  various  classes  are 
eligible  to  enter  the  National  Championship  races. 


The  Outboard  Runabout  Races  that  you  arc  witnessing  here  for  both  the  Pacific  Coast  Cham¬ 
pionship  and  the  Championship  of  the  United  States;  you  will  observe  that  there  are  two  divisions 
of  each  class;  to-wit,  Division  I  and  Division  II.  Division  I  are  amateurs,  w'ho  accept  only  trophies 
and  merchandise  as  prizes,  and  Division  II  are  professionals,  who  can  accept  cash  prizes.  Both 
Division  I  and  Division  II  can  race  in  the  same  race,  but  for  separate  prizes. 

Class  ‘'A,"  “C,”  “E”  and  “F”  refers  to  the  amount  of  power  of  the  motors.  Class  “A" 
having  the  least,  approximately  10  horsepower,  and  Class  “F”  having  the  most,  approximately 
5u  horsepower. 


These  races  are  conducted  under  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  American  Power  Boat  Asso¬ 
ciation  and  the  National  Outboard  Association,  with  both  of  which  the  Astoria  Yacht  Club  is  affil¬ 
iated.  The  National  Racing  Commission  has  allowed  or  sanctioned  these  races  and  supervised  the 
appointment  of  officials,  and  all  events  here  are  official  and  so  accepted  by  the  Racing  Fraternity 
of  the  World.
